II. ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance based on the previously and 
currently sited prior art, Applicant's Amendment and Remarks dated 12/18/08; therein, the 
independent claims 1, 6, and 28 includes allowable subject matter and considered pertinent to the 
applicant's disclosure, taken individually or in combination, the prior art of record does not teach 
or suggest the claimed limitations having: " a method for managing configuration data for a 
system, comprising: generating a chain description data set that specifies an order in a 
configuration chain of configurable devices in the system and identifies configuration data sets 
associated with the configurable devices; generating a system identifier value and associating the 
system identifier value with the chain description data set;, generating an archive including the 
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configuration data sets, chain description data set, and system identifier value; extracting from 
the archive the configuration data sets, chain description data set, and system identifier value in 
response to a user control; preventing configuration of a target system with the extracted 
configuration data sets in response to a target system identifier value not matching the system 
identifier value extracted from the archive; and in response to the target system identifier value 
matching the system identifier value read from the archive, generating a configuration bitstream 
from the extracted configuration data sets identified by, and in the order specified in, the chain 
description data set; and configuring the target system with the configuration bitstream 

The remaining dependent claims are allowed by virtue of their dependencies on the independent 
claim.
